Claims 47-98 were 
pending. Claims 47-98 are allowed.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to teach neither singly nor in combination, the 
claimed limitations of "determine whether the requested content meta information 
has an update possibility; if the determination is the requested content meta 
information has the update possibility, perform an update confirmation process; if 
the determination is the requested content meta information does not have the 
update possibility, do not perform the update confirmation process so as to 
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increase efficiency of an update process" as stated in claim 1 , and similarly 
stated in claims 58, 61, 70, 81, and 84. These limitations, in conjunction with 
other limitations in the independent claim, are not specifically disclosed or 
remotely suggested in the prior art of record. A review of claims 47-98 indicated 
claims 47-98 are allowable over the prior art of record.
